Mr. Bland, ciingUig to 
tiM idea that he coald obtain a qnoram 
for faia motion to close debate on the 
seigniorage and nottkd at his continued 
failure fur the puat week, refused to 
allow the hcmse to adjotim o?«r til* na- 
tional holiday. 

When the houBo met yeeterduy, how- 
aver, althongb he still declined to enter- 
tain any inopositiona to oompromiat with 
the opponents of the measure upon the 
representation of certain western Repub- 
licans that they would oeasefiUbustering 
and-snpport the measnreif he would 
give more additional time for debate, he 
moved that the debMe continue until 
Batorday. But he did not get a vote on 
hia amended proposition. 

Exoiting events growing out of the 
wholesale arrest of members in compli- 
ance with the resolntion adopted on 
Monday led to disorder and tumult, 
which, after oontianing for hours^ was 
suddenly terminated in an adjournment. 
Mr. Onmmingt precipitated it by ded'n- 
ing an attempt to> arMkfr Mm dm the 
floor. He characterized this session on 
Washington's birthday as a farce, and 
moved an adjournment. The appeal to 
patriotism, however, could not move the 
supporters of Mr. Blaud, and his motion 
was voted down.

This 
OOlminated finally in the discovery that 
the warrant nuder which members liad 
been arrested was faulty, in that the 
names of those arrested had not been in- 
cluded in the warrant.

' The meteoroligican sharps silence the 
Buperstitioua by saying it was caused by 
the peculiar condition of the atmosphere, 
and the presence of a thin cloud that 
formed a sort of lens, causing a refrac- 
tion Of tba rays of light from the moon.

Kansas Citt, Feb. 88.— A magnificent 
display of aurora was aiMi here last 

night, lasting fully half an honr. The 
iHiliiant rays of light waved from the 
boitMW almost to the zenith. At one 
time the sky was a brilliaut red. A 
ludicrous result of the reddish tint of the 
sky was a run made by the Kansas City 
(Kan.) fire department toward the north- 
ern part of the town, tully half a mile, 
to put out what they thought was a hre.

Telegraph wires 
weni not seriously disturlnHl m lower 
altitudes, liut in the mountains consider- 
able trouble was ejiperieuced.

The Oreatest Dsmace Done Wa* the 

Wrrcklnif of a t l*Hiiiieii|{er Train. 

Los ANOKf.Ks, Feb. 28. - A big sand- 
Btonn raged in the valleys eastward 
ye«t<-rday and the e*fect was plainly seen 
from this city in the very hazy horizon. 
The worat effect was the w:eckins of a 
train on the Southern California railway 
near San Bernardino. The train was 
No. 41, a local, leaving Bon Bcmarliuo 
at 7:30. 

When about 500 feet ea^-t of Rosina 
station, eight miles west of Sun liernar- 
dinu. the engine plunged into a sand- 
bank, was derailed and tnmoil over on 
its side, as was also the baggagecar. 
The rest of the ears kept the track. No 
one was hurt except Lngineer Barnes of 
San Bernardino, who was badly cut 
about the head, but it is tltonght he w 
not dangerously injured. 

A terrible gale suddenly piled up a 
huge drift of sand on the track, and the 
air being filled with sttod and dust w.ks 
impenetrable by the eye 4e the heaviest 
fog, the engineer was thus pnivented 
from seeing the obstruction in time to 
avert the accident 

The ^afud must bavi piled up very 
quickly as the overland train pH-iscd the 
spot only 80 minntss ahead of the local, 
and there were no sifiiM of a drift then. 
The passengers were transferred and ar- 
rived here only an hour late.

FAMINE THREA TENED. 

Sreat I>eetitaUoa and Ahaoliite Waat 
Kslate in Texnu. 

ITorsTON, Feb. J:'.. Iiifor,: .itioii 
comes from the StaiT eo-auty section uf 
the state to the effect that a famine is 
threatened here. Ninety per cent of all 
cattle, horses and sheep are dead: no 
crops of any kind have been rais.-d or 
harvested during the past year: great 
destitution and absolute want exists. 

Many are compelled to subsist on roots, 
prickly pears, etc., even half pntrid flesh 
that has been stripped from the carcasses 
of dead animals u eaten to satisfy the 
pangs of hunger. Many persons, e»<pe- 
cially children, have haralv sufficient 
clothing to cover their nakedness; re- 
sources are exhatisted and it is impossi- 
ble to longer amidst the starving nllow 
creatures. 

Colliery DpMtroyeil. 

Asin..\Nn, Pa., Feb. 2:i. Fire was dis- 
covennl yfsterday in the Reading com- 
pany's Keystone cidliery at Locustdalt-, 
and within half an hour the mammoth 
structure was a miuis of ruins. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. The plant 
was transformed into a Waahery about a 
year ago and the company had over a 
hundred men employed in running the 
culm banks which surrounded the col- 
lierv throtigh the break' r, thus preparing 
it for market. Theee tanks contained 
valuable coal. The loss will reach |5U,- 
000. 

Uald un nn llllclr lllnlUlrry. 

Wheeuno, Feb. 2;j. A suecessful 
raid was made uiwn an illicit distillery, 
located on top of Cheat mountain, last 
night, by Unite<l States deputy luar- 
.shals. The distillery was running full 
blast with a large stock of mawh on 
hand. Samuel Cimfleld and Itoone 
Humphreys, the owners of the still, 
were arrested after a desperate fight.

Miller 
and a maa named Mark Berne were 
struck by fiortiona of the debris and 
seriously injured.

TO TAX ORIINBACKt. 

a Bill That Will BtakK I lie Dodcen 

Kqnlrni. 

Washi.vuton. Feb. 23. Messra. War- 
ner and Hall of Mtssouri, and Andorser 
of niinoli, a subcommittee of the house 
eommittife on banking and currency, 
have agreed to report the bill to the full 
lomiiutti-e favorably. Tlie bill, the a:.- 
tiior of which is Mr. Coo;)er, aims to 
Knbjeet national bank notes a;id treasury 
notes to ttate taxes. T ie bill provides 
that "all circulating notes of national 
banking associations, and all United 
States legal tender not<«s, and all other 
notes andoertificates of the United States 
payable on demand and drcnlating as 
currency, shall not be exempt from tax- 
ation under the authority of any state 
or territory, provided that such taxation 
shall be expressed in the same manner 
and at the same rate that any such sute 
or territory shall tax other money within 
its .iurisfliction. Nearly all the monev 
on deposit tlironghout the oountry, it 
will be said, is returned as greenbacks, 
and thus esrapes taxation. If none of 
the forms of money are exempt it will be 
iin]x)s8ible to use any of them as a cloak 
for hiding the existence of funds.

Nkw Youk. Feb. 23.- -William T. 
Townes, United St it s coumiI general at 
Rio .laiieiro. arrived here ye.-l iday on 
the steamship Capua. He saiil that 
Am< ri -an jtrestige hi Dra/.il was dam- 
aginl cuusiderably by reixirts in news- 
paiiers of the United Stat s criticising 
and condemning the conduct of the 
Hradliun govcniment. Thesa reports 
wen; evidently based on information 
furnisheil by enemies of the government. 

As all the American newspai»ers are 
received in Rio, the articles aUiut nra/.il 
are eagerly read. Those unfriendly to 
the government are caught up by those 
oiiposed to the growing mteix»t< of the 
Unite<l States in Brazil, and made use of 
to prejudice the government and the 
Brazilian people against tu. 

Speaking of the candidates for the 
presidency of Lradl at the coining elec- 
tion. Mr. Townes said Brudeiite Morora 
of Sao Paulo is thought highly of by thu 
Iieople. He is an able statesman, pru- 
dent, wise and would make a good presi- 
dent. 

The other candidate. Alfonm Penna. 
is governor of the state of Minus Oerias. 
one of the ablest jurists and statesman 
in the country. When Saldanha Da 
(Jama deeertea the government and 
joined Admiral Mello. ue rebel leader, 
Penna wrote a paper scoring the eon- 
duct of Da Gaina. 

ThepaiM'r e.xcitcd great interest all 
over the country for the manner in 
which it handled the subject. It is 
ixnnte<l to as one of the brightest pieces 
of stateinanship in the history of the 
ctiuntry. 

Mr. Townes said the result of the elec- 
tion would not probably 1>e known for 
two months after it took place. He did 
not think the revolution wouhl last so 
long, as the r-soones to carry it on 
would b«' exliaust d. 

The usual liirliting. he|sai<l, occnrreil in 
the harbir of Hio daily. Shots fell in 
the city and soinetunes killed people. 
These shot.s wi'ie mostly from (Tilling 
an i Novdenfeldt i;uns. They soim times 
Welt, sent up into the heart of the city, 
and striking the' tops of buildings, fell 

into the streets. 

Mr. TijwiKS said there was 110 caiiso 
for alarm alxiut yellow fever in Itio. It 
is always there to a certiiin exb'iit. This 
ftuminer it is not much worse than usual. 
The water in the bay is somewh.'it con- 
taminat(>d, and it would be liettirfor 
the warshii>s to anchor outside. Thu 
reason the wati r is bad is that Kio is 
shut off from the sea by a high moun- 
tain, which prevents the sea brwzes 
usually enjoyed at seajioi ts. There are 
no currents in the water of the liaibor, 
and th" only changes are those of the 
tiih's. Ke! use, otlal and deeajing matter 
and sewerage ln oils under the tropical 
son and breeds fever germs. 

In regard to the rejiorts that Uiiit(><l 
States Minister Thoiii])son remains out- 
side the city at I'etiopolis, to the neglect 
of A mericpu interests, Mr. Townes said 
it was false and was the work of ene- 
mies of the United States niiiii.st r, 
Mr. Thompson kejit his family at Pe- 
troi>olis. but he him.self came to Rio 
.laii' iro every day and attended to all 
the business coniiecttHl with th • Anieri- 
can legation. 

It was just th(« same as a New York 
busine.Hs man living in one of the sub- 
urlis and coming in on the 'rain every 
morning. 

Mr. Townes said American iiit'nsts 
were not suffering in Rio. Shipping, of 
course, exyierienced sfjiuc delay in dis- 
charging and loading. 

The consul said he would go to bis 
home at Danville, Va., tomorrow and n 
a short time would retom to Rio with 
hia wife and famOy.

Deoeasod Was a Native of Mason 
Oonnty and Began tbe Practloo 
of LawlaThltOitF. 

Brief mention was made yesterday of 
the death of Judge William C. Ireland at 

his home in Ashland.. He was born in 
Mason County in 1823, and was for years 
a reddent of Maysville, whore he early 

began the practice of law. 

In 1848 he was married to Miss Pamelia 
Robb, of Vanoebnrg, and lator removed 

to Greenup County. He represented 
that county in the State Legislature for 
several terms before the war, and was 
Clerk of the SUte Senate in 186.3 and 
1864. In 1870 he was tendered the Con- 
gressional nomination from this district, 
having removed to Ashland in 1860, but 
declined, and was, In 1S74, elected to the 
Circuit Judgeship of that district. 

He served two terms in this capacity, 
and, owing to failing health, retired from 
active life in ISOO. raralynis soon fol- 
lowed, and for the past three years he 
had been a helpless invalid. Ho leaves 
a wife and three children. 

Deceased was a member of tbe Filson 
Olnb, of Louisville, and was a senior 
Trustee of tho State Univerdty at Lexing- 
ton. 

His funeral occurred this morning at 
.Vshland, under the auspices of Maysville 

Commandery No 10, K. T.

The Senate receded from its amend- 
ment to the bill for the protection of 
game and the bill ia now ready for the 
Governor. 

Mr. Weissinger proposed a joint reso- 
lution authorising the Secretary of State 
to pnrohaae 1,600 copiea of the Barbour 
and Carroll statutes for the use of the 
Assembly and officers of the Common- 
wealth. The resolution waa acoompanied 
by a bill which declares that the statutes 
are the authorized law of the State.

The Senate has passed a bill for the 
protection of fish. A fine of from $,')0 to 
$100 is provided to prevent the destruc- 
tion of fishes by seine, dynamite, ex- 
|il' i .< . net traps, medicated bait, pois- 
unous substance and the like. With the 
ex(;eption of trot-linet., the privileged 
manner of catching' (ish is with hand 
pole and line. The bill is ready for the 
House, where it is not likely to meet with 
serious opposition.

In 1884, while at Molokai in a auiall 
schooner with threa or four other na 
tires, after diacassing several bottles of 
gin tiie others left Apn on shore for a 
joke and sailed for Maui. Apn threw off 
his clothes, tied them in a bundle on his 
lifad and swam after tlio sclioont r, which 
he soon caught up with. The others 
woald not let him in, so he struck ont 
for himself and swum the entire distance, 
reaching the Mani shore some time be- 
fore the others. The distance is over 
eight miles and the current swift and 
4anK'cr()ns. 

Apn will give Kurf ridini; exhibitions 
on his arrival at .San Francisco, and tho 
board which ho will use has been made 
to order of redwood, which Apn says ia 
preferable to koa, beiiig so much lighter. 
It will be painted black, that color be- 
ing most obnoxious to .sharks. TIuh surf 
board is 12 feet lon^, and when perform- 
ing Apu stands erect on it and goes 
throogh a variety of wonderful feats in 
balancing, etc.— Eawallaa Star.
